"Women of the Bible,” by eminent divines 
of every denomination, including Bishops 
Doane and Potter, Cardinal Gibbons and 
many less known people. This book has 
many illustrations. “In the Hands of the 
Cave-Dwellers,” by George A. Henty, is a 
good, healthy story for boys by this fabu¬ 
lously prolific writer. 

J. B. Lippincott Co. have published “Fate 
the Fiddler,” by Herbert C. Macllwaine, said 
to be distinctively a man’s novel, dealing with 
the quest of Australian gold.

H. L. Richardson. They have also nearly 
ready a work on “Falaise, the Town of the 
Conqueror,” by Mrs Emma Bowman Dodd, 
author of “Three Normandy Inns,” who 
deals both with the history of William the 
Conqueror’s birthplace, its great fortress 
etc., and its present environment and attrac¬ 
tions. The illustrations are from recent 
French photographs of the streets, churches, 
chateaux, the Falaise Fair, the fishing boats 
and the like.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Boston Museum of Fine Arts is now 
printing Professor Edward S. Morse’s cata¬ 
logue of the Norse collection of Japanese 
pottery in the Museum, upon which Professor 
Morse has been employed continuously for 
fully twenty years. The collection, one of 
the best of its kind in the world, in the sense 
that it is the most illustrative of the whole 
range and history of Japanese ceramic art, 
untouched by foreign mercantile influence. 
1 he catalogue contains a pictured representa¬ 
tion of every piece of pottery in the collection. 
In the text the history of each piece is given 
—the maker’s name, ’the province and place 
in which he worked, and the mark, in Chi¬ 
nese or Japanese characters, which he put 
upon the dish. There are 1545 separate 
marks in this catalogue. The collections, the 
catalogue number of which runs to 5374, 
practically includes the work, not only of 
everv known family of potters in Japan, but 
of all the generations of each family and 
their collateral branches. The interest of 
this catalogue (which will be published by 
the Museum of Fine Arts, in an edition of 
fifty, about the first of the coming year) for 
the general public lies largely in the fact that 
it will supply a means of affording to ama¬ 
teur collectors information as to their own 
collections. It contains indices of provinces, 
potteries .and marks. Any one who has 
a signed piece of Japanese pottery may make 
a rubbing of it and send this to some Jap¬ 
anese student for comparison with this cat¬ 
alogue, and if this collection possesses a 
similar mark reference to it by the catalogue 
number will be attained.

Rosamond Rodkinson, a native of Vienna, 
only twenty-four years of age, is assisting her 
father, Dr. Michael L. Rodkinson, to give 
the world the first complete translation of 
the Babylonian Talmud ever prepared. For 
the last five years Miss Rodkinson has been 
travelling all through the United States en¬ 
deavoring to interest all Jewish communities 
and all scholars of other religions in this 
enormous undertaking. Miss Rodkinson is 
said to be the only woman living who has a 
thorough knowledge of the Talmud. 

In a recent issue of the New York World , 
in an article on “Babists,” a new Oriental* 
sect, the statement was made that Miss Lilian 
Whiting, the author of “The World Beauti¬ 
ful,” is a believer in “Babism,” and one of 
the latest to return from Syria. As the pub¬ 
lishers of Miss Whiting’s books, Messrs. 
Little, Brown & Co. desire to state that this 
assertion is absolutely unfounded. Miss 
Whiting had never even heard the name of 
“Babism” until her return from Paris, and 
she has never been to Egypt or Syria, but 
divided last winter between Rome and Flor¬ 
ence. She was born and bred in the Episco¬ 
pal Communion, to which faith she is un¬ 
falteringly allied. 

Barrett Wendell's “A Literary History of 
America” has grown far beyond the original 
plan of its author and his publishers* Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. Beginning with the seven¬ 
teenth century Prof. Wendell not only con¬ 
siders what was written in America during 
that time, but goes further back and traces 
the causes of inspiration in the literature of 
the mother country, and follows the double 
thread to the time of the American Revolu¬ 
tion. From that time down to the present 
day the author carefully shows the exact 
states of society and intellectual conditions 
which successively found expression, first 
through the writers of the Knickerbocker 
school, then through those of New England, 
and finally by the New York renaissance and 
the birth of a National yet Inter-State litera¬ 
ture.

COMMERCIAL ASSOCIATIONS. 

There is more and more evident a ten¬ 
dency in the community towards co-opera¬ 
tion within trades or professions, and among 
business men generally, taking the shape of 
associations which have not only the good 
of the especial clientele of the asociation in 
view, but the good of the community as well. 
The American Library Association has been 
a noteworthy example of success in both 
directions, for it has kindled enthusiasm and 
widened interest throughout its membership, 
while it has accomplished not less in raising 
the standard of reading, and, indirectly, the 
general morale of the public. 

In New York remarkable work has been 
done by the Merchants’ Association, which 
within the past three years has developed 
into an organization of great effectiveness 
and wide range, so much so as to have been 
■chiefly instrumental in saving New York 
from the threatened Ramapo steal, which it 
was enabled to oppose most successfully be¬ 
cause of its purely mercantile and non-par¬ 
tisan character. 

The book trade has been organized in this 
way only sporadically and spasmodically, 
without permanence and continuity, with the 
exception of perhaps one organization—the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade—which within its 
field, as a collection agency, has done excel¬ 
lent and commendable work. As a large part 
of the business done by this agency is for 
publishers, its name does not give an accu¬ 
rate statement of its scope, nor does it in 
any large sense fulfil the functions of a 
board of trade; but as a publishers’ and sta¬ 
tioners’ collection agency it has earned a 
wider support from the trade than it obtains. 
As the unfortunate episode of a year ago 
when a trusted employee proved unfaithful to 
his trust has been taken advantage of by rival 
private agencies to solicit collections in com¬ 
petition with the Stationers’ Board of Trade, 


we take this opportunity to bear witness 
to the effectiveness of the present adminis¬ 
tration of the Board, and to suggest that pub¬ 
lishers should concentrate support there rather 
than accept overtures made by competing and 
non-co-operative claimants for business. 

The lack of a publishers’ association which 
should realize more fully the functions of a, 
Board of Trade, and should deal particularly 
with the evils which beset the book trade, and 
which cannot be cured by retailers without 
the initiative of the publishers, has been a 
serious detriment to the trade in more than 
one way. When the International Congress 
of Publishers was held in London in 1899 
the American Publishers’ Copyright League 
was the only body at all representative of 
that trade in the United States; and, though 
an organization only for a specific purpose, 
it was forced to name representatives for 
the Conference as an alternative to having 
no official delegates from the publishing 
trade of America there present. The new 
Publishers’ Association should be useful and 
effective not only in directing reforms but 
in covering the several phases of organization 
work within the publishing field. 

The booksellers’ association which the 
publishers have suggested, would be a nec¬ 
essary complement to the former, and the 
two together would make a proper organiza¬ 
tion for the book trade at large. It is all- 
important that such an association should be 
organized on broad lines, not on lines of re¬ 
striction, if it is to be of national and per¬ 
manent effectiveness. Such an association 
should look forward not only to effective ad¬ 
ministration throughout the year, but by an¬ 
nual meetings of its members, which should 
give booksellers a new pride in their calling, 
and which if held simultaneously with the 
meetings of the Publishers’ Association, 
would enable the two branches of the trade 
to get together pleasantly and usefully, as 
they have not had opportunity to do for 
many years past. We trust that 1901 will be 
the starting point for associations in both di¬ 
visions oi the trade which will increase in use¬ 
fulness with the years and outlive the century. 


THE McKEE LIBRARY SALE. 

Thomas Jefferson McKee, the sale of a 
part of whose library, on November 22 and 
23, promises to be the event of the year in 
auction sales, was born in New York City, 
March 9, 1840, the son of Henry and Mary 
Anderson McKee, both natives of this city. 
According to the preface of the excellent 
catalogue of Part I. of the library, prepared 
by John Anderson, Jr., at whose rooms at 34 
West Thirty-ninth Street, New York, the 
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sale is to take place, McKee attended the 
old Thirteenth Street School until 1853, go¬ 
ing from there to the Free Academy (now 
the College of the City of New York,) from 
which institution he was graduated in 1858. 
Choosing the legal profession as his life work, 
he entered the law office of John B. Stevens, 
and, in a few years, was fairly launched on 
a promising career. In 1863 his services were 
called for. in defense of his country, and he 
left New York for the front, with his regi¬ 
ment, the Twenty-second, N. G., S. N. Y., 
being away some months, and taking part in 
the battle of Gettysburg. On his return, 
with health somewhat impaired, he applied 
himself assiduously to his law business, and 
soon attained marked success, particularly in 
his chosen branch, as a real estate and cor¬ 
poration lawyer. He was counsel for over 
twenty-five years for one of the New York 
banks, and trustee and executor for a num¬ 
ber of large estates. In 1896 his health 
failed, and in a short time he was compelled 
to give up all his active pursuits. He lin¬ 
gered, in patient endurance, nearly four 
years, and finally entered into rest on July 
j6. 1899 

“The collection of books, manuscripts, au¬ 
tograph letters, original drawings, and play 
bills, formed by Mr. McKee, and now about 
to be dispersed, cannot be rightly estimated 
except in connection with the personality and 
aims of the one who gathered it. 

“His aims were definite, and he did noth¬ 
ing hap-hazard. Every item in his collect 
tion was a link in a chain, and possessed to 
him a distinctive interest. 

“An early and inherited love for the 
drama, together with an insatiable desire for 
knowledge regarding its history and expo¬ 
nents, led to the formation of doubtless the 
most complete and comprehensive collection 
on that subject ever gathered in America. 

“Recognizing the fact that English litera¬ 
ture could only be rightly interpreted when 
studied ‘from the foundations up,’ he began 
to gather such early specimens as came with¬ 
in his reach and means, in the days when so 
many others were captivated with showy art 
works, Dibdiniana and the like. At that 
time, and with that object in mind, the ini¬ 
tial steps were laid for the formation of his 
very choice collection of old English litera¬ 
ture in prose and verse which is notable 
among the fine American collections in that 
line. 

“The same reasoning he applied to early 
American literature, and covered the ground 
in the same thorough way. He collected 
first editions of English and American au¬ 
thors in the early days, because he found an 
element in their writings presaging immor¬ 
tality. Many were gathered when the authors 
were unknown, or unappreciated. His judg¬ 
ment was sound, and he made few mistakes. 
There is in the collection no representation 
of that class of authors who are but ‘a re¬ 
membrance'—their works in great demand 
at one period and unheard of ever after. 

“He gathered books omnivorously in the 
early years of his collectorship, and the li¬ 
brary as it now stands, with all its wealth of 
material, represents but a portion of all that 
he accumulated. As the years passed, cer¬ 


tain lines in which he had formerly been in¬ 
terested lost their hold upon him, and he 
settled on the final composition of his library. 
To allow of a greater freedom in purchases,, 
and to make room for later acquisitions, he 
disposed of two choice and extensive collec¬ 
tions of books by public auction sale.. In¬ 
cluded were his notable gathering of works 
illustrated by the Cruikshanks, Rowlandson, 
Leech, ‘Phiz' and other English illustrators, 
sporting works, first editions of Dickens and 
Thackeray, a fine collection of Shakespeare, 
etc. This enabled him to concentrate his at¬ 
tention on those parts of his collection which 
were to him of paramount interest. 

“His marked success in gathering together 
such a collection cannot be wholly attributed 
to the qualities generally presumed to be re¬ 
quisite for its accomplishment. He pos¬ 
sessed zeal, knowledge and perseverance, and 
made abundant use of them, but other, and 
even more important qualities of mind and 
disposition supplemented these^ and gave 
him special advantages. 

“Brimful of good nature and generous to 
a degree in thought and deed, he was a true 
friend to all booksellers, and it was a pleas¬ 
ure for them to approach him with their ware. 
Meanness was to him an unknown quality. 
Mr. McKee was always willing to pay a 
good price for good books, and in the line 
of his collection he was for many years one 
of the recipients of the valuable benefits de¬ 
rived by those who have that reputation. He 
was a reader as well as a lover of books, and 
the information he acquired was freely im¬ 
parted to others. Probably no private library 
in New York was so open to those seeking 
data for literary and dramatic works, as is 
evidenced by the numerous acknowledgments 
contained in books and magazines, of help 
accorded the writers for the use of his ma¬ 
terial. 

“Mr. McKee's interest in American poetry 
dated from about the time of the dispersion 
of the library of Albert G. Greene, in 1869, 
at which he was a purchaser. Later, at the 
C. Fiske Harris and Brinley sales he made 
notable additions to his collection, and from 
that time, when opportunity presented, he 
was a ready purchaser of American poetry. 

“In the earlier days there were but few 
who recognized the peculiarly distinctive 
qualities of this species of literature—Evert 
A. Duyckinck, whose collection is now a 
part of the New York Public Library (Lenox 
branch,) was a shining example—and even 
to-day there are comparatively few who realize 
the possibilities in it. Mr. McKee found, on 
examination, that the real history of America 
was closely interwoven with its poetry; that 
to an exceptional degree the poems were filled 
with local and personal allusions, and con¬ 
tained valuable biography unattainable else¬ 
where; that it was largely a reflex of the 
manners and customs of the American people 
—in fact, among the most interesting of the 
world’s poetry, as a study. Besides this, as 
an enthusiastic American, he delighted to 
trace the upward growth of his country’s lit¬ 
erature from the oftentime crude productions 
of its early writers. 

“A critical inspection of the books in this 
portion of the library will show that with a 
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few exceptions every volume possesses more 
or less of the qualitcs indicated. Mr. Mc¬ 
Kee could not tolerate ‘glittering general¬ 
ities’ in poetry. There must needs be some¬ 
thing definite in it to win his interest. He 
purchased Eastern, Western and Southern 
poetry, that he might study the different 
types, and obtain a more comprehensive view. 
But few of his most intimate friends were 
aware of the wide scope of his knowledge re¬ 
garding the history, growth and merit of 
American literature. While possessing to an 
extraordinary degree the so-called collector’s 
instincts he did not rest content with knowl¬ 
edge of authors’ names, dates of first edi¬ 
tions, and all the minutiae that pertains to 
collectorship, in all of which he was thor¬ 
oughly versed, but he was familiar with the 
life history of the different authors, the cir¬ 
cumstances under which the books were writ¬ 
ten and brought before the public, their re¬ 
lation to the period in which they were pro¬ 
duced, and the critical estimate placed upon 
them by the contemporary and later wri¬ 
ters. ... 

“Perhaps no better basis for an estimate of 
the strength of this collection in the earlier- 
printed poetical works can be obtained than 
by a reference to some others. Bearing in 
mind the exceptional opportunities possessed 
by such early collectors of American poetry 
as Greene, Brinley, Harris, Duyckinck, and 
Anthony, it will be conceded that any item 
they were collectively unable to secure must 
be very rare, and yet Mr. McKee possessed 
many such. He secured over thirty items 
printed before 1800 that are not included in 
Kettell’s remarkable list (1829). 

“A remark made by Mr. McKee [to Mr. 
Anderson] years ago may be quoted as em¬ 
bodying Mr. McKee’s ideas on this subject. 
He said: ‘American collectors cannot afford 
to ignore two species of books, American 
history and American literature. Those who 
do are likely to regret it when too late, for 
not only do they possess the highest interest, 
but the day is coming when they will be 
sought for with the same avidity that early 
English literature is now.’ ”

The 
books are now in the possession of Meyer 
Brothers & Co. In our issue for October 27 
the printer made nonsense of the original an¬ 
nouncement of this item of news. 

W. B. Hartson is publishing a little book 
by Mary 1 . Ives entitled “The Ives First 
Book,” intended to teach children their let¬ 
ters, and at the same time impress upon them 
the principles of clear articulation. The 
feature of the book consists of photographic 
representations showing how children “hold” 
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their mouths while producing the correct 
letter sounds. 

Ginn & Co. have added “The Satires of 
Juvenal," edited with introduction and notes 
by Henry P. Wright, of Yale College, to their 
College Series of Latin Authors. This edi¬ 
tion omits the second, sixth and ninth sat¬ 
ires. The notes and parallel passages are 
adapted especially for courses in Juvenal 
when these are made a basis for the study of 
Roman society and private life. 

Fleming H. Revell Company, who make 
a special feature of books about China, 
have on their list “China’s Only Hope," by 
the Viceroy of Liang Hu, translated by Rev. 
S. I. Woodbridge; “The Situation in China," 
by Robert E. Speer; “The Chinaman as We 
See Him," by Ira M. Condit; “Chinese Char¬ 
acteristics" and “Village Life in China," by 
Dr. A. H. Smith: and “Chinese Mother 
Goose Rhymes." 1 hey are shortly to issue 
Dr. W. A. P. Martin’s book on the recent 
troubles in China, to be entitled “The Siege 
in Pekin." 

Andrus & Church, Ithaca, N. Y., will 
publish at once “Studies of American Fungi, 
Mushrooms, Edible, Poisonous,” etc., by 
George Francis Atkinson, professor of bot¬ 
any in Cornell University, and author of 
“Studies and Illustrations of Mushrooms," 
published in Bulletin 136 and 168 of the Cor¬ 
nell University Agricultural Experiment Sta¬ 
tion. The book has 200 illustrations, and ac¬ 
counts for 300 names of mushrooms. It also 
contains a chapter by Mrs. Sarah Tyson 
Rorer on the cooking of mushrooms. This 
is an important addition to the scientific 
books on mushrooms. 

G. H. Abbott, representing D. Appleton & 
Co., appeared in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, New York, November 7, in response 
to a summons obtained by Mrs. Rose Har¬ 
rington, of 442 Amsterdam Avenue, New 
York, who charges the firm with illegally 
holding ten shares of her stock in the John¬ 
son Encyclopedia Company. Mr. Abbott 
produced the stock in court to prove that the 
complainant herself had authorized the trans¬ 
fer of it to one R. S. Crane, a railroad official 
of Dulutn. Minn. Mrs. Harrington retorted 
that any transfer except in her presence 
was unlawful and invalid. Magistrate Brann 
adjourned the hearing for a week that evi¬ 
dence may be produced, expressing the opin¬ 
ion that the withholding of the stock might 
become a criminal act under certain circum¬ 
stances. 

D. C. Heath & Co. will inaugurate a 
Heath's Home and School Library with 
“Nursery Rhymes," consisting of the melo¬ 
dies of Mother Goose, arranged in the order 
of their attraction and interest in an at¬ 
tempted psychological sequence, following as 
nearly as may be the natural development of 
the child. The editor, Charles Welsh, groups 
the old rhymes and jingles in the four great 
kindergarten divisions of mother-play, mother 
stories, child-play and child stories, proceed¬ 
ing from those which contain the most simple 
and concrete ideas to those which are more 
complex and abstract. The book will be 
carefully illustrated. The publishers also is¬ 
sue “Easy Sight Translation," compiled by 


Grace L. Deering, intended for pupils in the 
latter half of the first year of German. 

Herbert S. Stone & Co. have issued “The 
Life of Edward Fitzgerald," by John Glyde, 
very timely this year, when “The Rubaiyat" 
is again published in so many different edi¬ 
tions, the foundation of nearly all being 
Fitzgerald’s translation; “More Fables in 
Slang," by George Ade; “Between the Andes 
and the Ocean," by William Eleroy Curtis; 
“Long Live the King," a novel by Guy Booth- 
by, who is said to have taken for his hero 
the ill-fated Prince Imperial of France; and

Knickerbocker Viele, the distinguished en¬ 
gineer who was entrusted with the extension 
of the city of Washington which involved 
some millions of dollars. Their Christmas 
juvenile, “A Child of the Sun,” by Charles 
Eugene Banks, is the story of a little Indian 
boy, with illustrations by Louis Betts.
